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Wildwood Farms Site of World’s Finest Dist. School

Wildwood Farms, in Orion Township, Oakland County, Michi- 
gan, boasts what is probably the finest “country school” in the 
a may be more costly consolidated schools built in the 
country, but this is only a cross-roads school, a district school, ac- 
commodating at the present time 23 pupils. It represents an in- 
vestment of about $26,000, more than $1,000 a pupil. : ; 

The Nina D. Scripps School in District No. 10, Orion Township, 
is an institution, a community home, beautiful, comfortable and 
modern far beyond the wildest dreams of the great majority of 
rural school directors and school children. To the children it isa 
little palace of wonders. To the teacher, to the community, it is 
a never-failing source of pride, a pride tempered with gratitude to 
William E. Scripps, owner of Wildwood Farms, whose generosity 
made the school possible. ; i 

So Different—To fully appreciate this building one must first 
recall the country school of his childhood of which there are many 
replicas in the United States today. There it stands, four-square 
but slightly out of plumb; the old iron pump 
and the board walk with the boards all broken 
in The fence is tottery and askew, carved ga! 
deep with the initials of many generations. , ee Lab 
Where the weeds are not growing profusely Ly Se 
the school yard is hard, beaten clay. In one + 
comer of the yard is the coal house, and two 
other corners of the yard are occupied. ; 

The architectural plan is simple. Inside 
there are four walls, one floor and one ceiling.

In one corner at the front is a bookcase which served its days of 
usefulness in some home and was then given to the school. It con- 
tains the school library. In the other corner at the front is the old 
drum stove surrounded with sheeting, like a galvanized boiler on 
end. In the center is the teacher’s desk. Back of the desk hangs 
a map of the United States. Beside it on rickety, iron legs is bal- 
anced a well-worn Webster’s. On the two walls in the corner back 
of the stove wet coats and hats are steaming in the winter time. 
The floor beneath them is cluttered with an assortment of boots 
and overshoes. 

Youngsters in Front.—At the front the first graders sit at lit- 
tle desks, some too little, some not little enough, two to a desk. At 
the back sit the seventh and eighth graders in bigger desks, some 
too big, some not big enough, two to a desk. Now and then a loose 
piece of weather boarding does a staccato tune as the wind sweeps 
over the hill. Fine, driving snow sifts through a rear window into 
a little drift on the floor. A seventh grader turns up his collar and 
moves over to keep out the snow. A first grader, next to the stove, 
begins to cry and the teacher gives her permission to sit in a chair 
on the other side of the room where she won’t burn up. Imagine 

then this Nina D. Scripps school built of giant field 
stone, granite boulders nearly a foot thick. A har- 
monious architectural pile of stone in English de- 
sign, four-gabled with a 40-foot tower of stone on 
The gables are stuccoed and paneled 
with oak and the roof is of red tile.

The socalled State Fair of Arkansas held 
at Little Rock Arkansas October 12th to 
19th was a wonder in many respects. It 
rained every day, and then rained more dur- 
ing the night. There was no harness horse 
racing; little racing at all; still the crowds 
came, came in thousands to see the exhibits 
and get all the excitement there was other- 
wise. Arkansas surely must have a won- 
derful climate to have so many healthy care 
free looking people as came every day of 
the fair. To a visitor, they seemed appro- 
priate to the exhibits, (of everything but 
live stock) and to their beautiful new fair 
grounds the people, the exhibits, and the 
fair grounds all alike impressing one with 
their tremendous potential possibilities. The 
exhibits show the state rich in minerals, 
rich in timber, and growing almost annually 
enough cotton on its cotton land to pay for 
the land it is grown on. Live stock is be- 
low par in Arkansas, and the well fitted cat- 
tle of all breeds from other states on ex- 
hibition arouse as much curiosity as the 
menagerie animals do in states further 
north. Still, there’s an interest awakening 
in live stock and college men and extension 
men are working hard and meeting with 
success in many plans, getting the farmer 
boys and girls to feed a few lambs and 
calves, and make money on them. In a few 
years they’ll be “hollerin” for breeding ani- 
mals. They’re getting there fast! The State 
Fair itself gets no financial help from the 


state, but is backed solely by business men 
of Little Rock and a few outsiders. Its new 
grounds away upon a hill outside of Little 
Rock are beautiful, and will be more so 
soon. The race track is in a natural bowl 
or amphitheatre, and one can step right 
from the grounds almost to the top seat of 
the grand stand which lays—not stands— 
on the side of the hill or amphitheatre.

This Club work has been far behind in II- 
linois to what it is in neighboring states but 
it seems that the Calf Club leaders and the 
University of Illinois are beginning to get 
fruit from their hard labor along this line. 
This year there was much interest and many 
fine boys and girls out showing calves— 


showing good care and feed and all that is 
needed now is a real home on the fair 
grounds for these good future farmers. 


The work of these boys and girls should 
have every consideration and they should 
be encouraged in every way. A building is 
needed and it should be built large enough 
to take care of all the boys and girls ex- 
hibits and it should be so located that every 
fair visitor could not fail to see it. This 
building should also have sleeping quarters, 
a dining hall and recreation rooms—one for 
boys and one for girls. These quarters 
should be provided with good pure ice water. 

There were 15 Hereford, 13 Shorthorn and 
5 Aberdeen-Angus calves in the show this 
year. While the Aberdeen-Angus were out- 
numbered they were not in any way out- 
classed because the champion County group 
of five went to the 5 Aberdeen-Angus calves 
from Sangamon County and the champion 
single steer was an Aberdeen-Angus, a well 
covered ripe fellow shown by Chas. Krell of 
Springfield, Ill. The reserve champion was 
a Shorthorn showing good care but this 
steer was not quite ripe. He was shown by 
Homer Mendenhall of Springfield, Ill. These 
boys have been in club work for three years 
and they are improving each year so it 
proves that experience and study does help. 

For the benefit of boys and girls who have 
not yet joined a calf club let us point out 
what Chas. Krell who is 15 years old did on 
his champion steer. Last fall he bought this 
calf out of a bunch of 100 head that Mr. 
Brown Hitt, a large feeder, of New Berlin, 
Ill., had shipped in from Kansas City. The 
calf weighed 640 pounds and he paid 10 
cents per lb.—costing $64.00. On Friday of 
the fair Charles sold his steer to the great 
feeder and steer showman, E. P. Hall, for 
18 cents per lb., weighing 1040 lbs., bringing 
$187.20 and he won $103.00 in prizes, mak- 
ing a total of $290.20; the calf cost $64.00 
which left him $226.20 for feed and labor. 
Not bad for a 15 year old boy. 

There also was a prize for the three best 
showmen, among these boys and girls. The 
Judge P. G. Ross, gave first to Leo Davis, 
Westfield, Ill.; second to Homer Menden- 
hall, Springfield; and third to Chas. Krell, 
of Springfield.

WITH THE CALF 
CLUB BOYS. 

The Journal takes pleasure in presenting 
in the top section of its front cover design 
today a photograph of an Aberdeen-Angus 
steer and its owner. This steer carried off 
high honors in the calf club auction held at 
the Chicago Union Stock Yards September 
8th under the auspices of the International 
Live Stock Exposition. 

This steer was fed by thirteen-year-old 
Paul Armstrong, Toulon, Illinois, and won 
first prize at the Kewanee District fair. The 
following week he was sold at Chicago to 
Wilson & Company for $16.50 per hundred 
weight, weighing an even 1000 pounds. This 
was the highest price paid for any of the 
147 calves which were sold at the auction 
that day from the calf clubs of eight IIli- 
nois and two Iowa counties. The entire lot 
averaged 900 pounds in weight and brought 
an average price of $12.64 per hundred- 
weight, or a total of $6,745. This informa- 
tion was supplied by Mr. M. S. Parkhurst 
who advised that at that date, September 
14th, there had been 250 calves sold. 

The bottom section of the picture con- 
tains a likeness of the grand champion baby 
beef in Henry County, Illinois. This calf 
was fed and exhibited by Arley Hobenboken, 
Geneseo, Illinois, whose father is holding 
the calf. He was sold in the September 22d 
auction and went to Hitel Inc. at $17.75 per 
hundredweight, the top price for the season 
to that date. He weighed 1070 pounds and 
netted young Hobenboken the neat sum of 
$187.92. He was purchased for the purpose 
of supplying something out of the ordinary 
to the patrons of Hitel’s Chicago & North- 
western Terminal Restaurants and no doubt 
made a great hit for this firm. 

These are some of the reasons why boys 
and girls like to feed Aberdeen-Angus 
calves.

It Is Well to Be Reminded of Other Days Occasionally 


International Live Stock Exposition. 

The annual round-up of the forces and 
products of agriculture of the North Amer- 
ican continent will be staged at Chicago 
from November 28th to December 5th, when 
the International Live Stock Evposition cele- 
brates its twenty-sixth anniversary. Ac- 
cording to Secretary-Manager B. H. Heide, 
the show this year will surpass any of its 
illustrous predecessors. Over ten thousand 
blue-blooded cattle, sheep, swine and horses 
and more than five thousand samples of 
choice grains, small seeds and hay are ex- 
pected to compete for the $100,000 offered 
in prizes. 

The Fourth National Boys’ and Girls’ 
Club Congress will be held in connection 
with the Exposition. Eleven hundred cham- 
pion juniors from forty-five states will at- 
tend and take part in many varied contests 
for national titles and supreme honors of the 
year in club work. Picked state champion 
teams will give daily demonstrations. In- 
dian teams will be an added attraction. 

A brilliant entertainment featuring a 
spectacular horse show program will occupy 
the arena each night and every hour of the 
day will be packed with a wide range of 
educational and social events. Over thirty 
national agricultural organizations will hold 
their annual meetings during the Exposi- 
tion, at which the leading figures in the 
basic industry will be present and take part. 

Recently discovered varieties of crops 
will be gathered together from the different 
agricultural experiment stations in a spec- 
ial exhibit and displayed for the first time 
to the general public. The U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and the state agricul- 
tural colleges will stage educational exhibits 
of interest to everyone. Auctions of live 
stock, sight seeing trips around the metrop- 
dlis, judging contests and many other inter- 
events wil vie for the visitors’ limit- 


ed time. Everyone, old and young, urban or 
rural dweller, will be benefitted by a trip to 
Chicago and the world’s greatest agricul- 
tural show the first week in December. Re- 
duced fares to the Exposition will be in ef- 
fect on all railroads entering Chicago, and 
it is estimated that three hundred thousand 
people will attend. 
——— 0--—- 
Ohio’s Farm Game Refuges. 

The State of Ohio has more than 100,000 
acres of game preserves located in 74 of the 
88 counties of the state, which were obtained 
and are operated without expense to the tax- 
payers. These have been established by the 
division of fish and game of the Ohio de- 
partment of agriculture, under a system of 
leasing farms for game refuge purposes. 
The farms, usually groups in a compact 
body, are leased by the state for ten-year 
periods at a yearly rental of $1 for each 
farm. 

All shooting, trapping or other disturb- 
ance of wild life is prohibited in these pre- 
serves, and since the lease is for game-ref- 
uge purposes only and does not interfere 
with the operation of the farm in any way, 
farmers have been glad to lease their lands 
because of the protection afforded against 
trespassing. This work was begun in 1919, 
and now 87 such refuges, ranging in size 
from 500 to 2800 acres, are established, in- 
cluding about 700 arms in all. 

Not only is the existing wild life protected 
but the farms are stocked with game birds 
from the state game farms. The intention is 
that these refuges shall be breeding centers 
for wild life in the various counties, from 
which adjacent unprotected lands will grad- 
ually become stocked with game. The di- 
vision of fish and game is suported entire- 
ly by fees, supplemented by fines. 

These refuges are thoroughly placarded 
and actively patroled by 65 regular game 


protectors, with the active sympathy and 
co-operation of sportsmen in the plan. 

The state also owns over 15,000 acres in 
the southern part of the state, which has 
been designated as the Roosevelt game pre- 
serve. Turkey, deer, bear and other wild ani- 
mals are found on this preserve. A large 
pheasant hatchery is located there. 

The state also owns a game farm of 200 
acres at Wellington in Lorain county, which 
is fenced and cross-fenced with seven-foot 
woven-wire fencing, and has the necessary 
buildings and equipment to make it an ideal 
game farm. 

The output of pheasants from Ohio’s 
game farms this year will exceed 10,000 
birds.

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Results of Colorado 300 Mile Endurance Ride 


By Wayne Dinsmore, Secretary Horse Ass’n of America 


Ranger, half thoroughbred, ridden by 
Ted Flynn and owned by Ed Pring of Colo- 
rado Springs took first place in the fourth 
Colorado Endurance Ride, 300 miles in 5 
days of 9 hours each. Vamp, half thorough- 
bred and half standardbred bay gelding, 
owned by Captain H. N. Beeman of the Vet- 
erinary Corps of the Fort Riley Cavalry 
School, took second place with Private Del 
Harris up. Third place went to Sgt. Thom- 
as Garrity of Fort Russell, Wyoming, who 
rode a United States Army horse, Toma- 
hawk. He rode the horse down from Fort 
Russell—200 miles—-arriving about a week 
before the ride. Though injured by a curb 
the horse was started and was so skillfully 
ridden as to improve every day of the ride. 
Norfleet owned and trained by Major Henry 
Leonard, was ridden to fourth place by a 
64 year old cowboy, George Snurr. The per- 
formance of this horse was most remarkable 
because he had only six weeks training; had 
it been 90 days there is every reason to be- 
lieve he would have won first. 

The horsemanship prize (for excellence in 
horsemanship regardless of where the horse 
finishes) went to Oliver E. Curtis, who rode 
his horse, a half thoroughbred gelding, Col- 
orado Boy, the full 300 miles to the finish, 
but whose horse was not quite good enough 
to land in the first four. 

Sixty-four per cent of the starters finish- 
ed in this years Colorado ride. These rides 


are held to determine by actual test what 


kind and type of horses are best suited to 
long arduous vork under saddle and to de- 
velop horsemanship in all the term denotes. 
Six rides have been held in the east and 
four in Colorado. In general aspects they 
are quite similar. All are held under con- 
trolled conditions over a measured 60 mile 
course which is to be covered within 9 hours. 
Before the first Colorado ride in 1922 ranch- 
men and cowboys were inclined to seoff at 
the idea that it was difficult to cover 300 
miles in 5 days. They called it a “dude” 
affair. Some of them entered the ride to 
show how easily it could be done. It was 
then they found that 60 measured miles 
were longer than 60 estimated miles over 
the plains. 
Careful examinations of mounts before 
the ride and at the beginning and close of 
each day are developing many facts about 
horses of which ranchmen are already mak- 
ing use. They have observed that horses 
which won were well bred horses of riding 
strains—principally thoroughbred; that they 
were of a type well suited to range work, 
yet could be sold as polo ponies, hunters, 
cavalry mounts, officers’ chargers or as 3 
gaited riding horses according to the way 
they developed. With that quickness of de- 
cision so typical of westerners they began 
immediately to call for good sires. These, 
furnished by the Army Remount Service, 
are principally thoroghbred, although there 
are a few Arabs and Standardbreds in use. 


ECONOMY IN MEAT 
COOKERY 


By Inez S. Willson. 
(Director, Dept. of Home Economics, National 
Live Stock and Meat Board). 

Presented below is the first of a series of inter- 
esting and instructive articles dealing with beef 
and beef cookery which will appear in The Amer- 
ican Aberdeen-Angus Journal as a regular feature. 
The articles have been made possible through spec- 
ial arrangement with the National Live Stock and 
Meat Board.—Editor’s Note. 


Every woman who is the head of a home 
is also the head of a very important busi- 
ness enterprise. The expenditure of the 
family income is for the most part in the 
hands of the housewife. No good business 
man overlooks any item, however small, 
that is going to promote the success of his 
undertaking. Leaks are watched for, waste 
is minimized, rigid economy is practiced. 
The home manager can with profit apply the 
same principles to her business of home- 
making. Possibly in no other one branch of 
the home-making business is there so much 
chance for leakage and waste as there is in 
the selection and preparation of food. Nor 
on the other hand does any other part of the 
business offer any greater opportunity for 
economy without sacrificing the well-being 
of the family. And so the resourceful home- 
manager makes the most of that opportun- 
ity. She watches the market, she buys care- 
fully. She learns the nutritive value of the 
food which she serves on her table and she 
buys so that she may get the most for her 
money. 

As meat is one of the most important 
items in our diet, the housewife should know 
how to buy and how to prepare meat. 
In order to secure the most satisfact- 


ory cuts of meat, marketing should be 
done in person. The benefit from this 
is twofold. In the first place you can 
see that you get what you ask for, and 
in the second place, you may see some, to 
you new and untried cut of meat. Then that 
is the time to find out about it. Ask your 
butcher to tell you. Doubtless he will be 
able to give you directions for preparing it. 
Chances are that you will buy it, and the 
result is that you have added a new and 
more than likely a delicious meat dish to 
your repertory. Your family will welcome 
the change and you will be pleased with 
your discovery. : 

It is by purchasing these less familiar 
cuts of meat that the housewife is able to 
practice economy. It should be a rule in 
every household that these cuts be served 
as regularly as the better known and so 
called “choice cuts.” By a knowledge of all 
the cuts of meat, the housewife can keep 
down her expenditures for this item of food. 

It is a fact that there is very little differ- 
ence between the various cuts of meat in 
their percentage of extractives which are 
the nutrients that give flavor to cooked 
meat. The digestibility of the protein is not 
dependent unon the kind nor cut of meat, 
nor upon the method of cooking. In the 
light of these facts, in general we may say 
that the cheaper cuts compare favorably 
with the more expensive ones in food value 
as well as in flavor and palatability. 

The use of the fireless cooker, the pres- 
sure cooker, the Dutch oven, and various 
other devices, where long slow cooking is 
required, is a boon to the housewife. Many 
gas stoves are equipped with a fire-less 
oven. Every household should have one or 
another of these devices. It will soon pay 
for itself in fuel and labor saved. They ov- 
ercome the housewife’s objection that cook- 
ing the cheaper cuts of meat requires so 
much time and watching.

Cut the meat into strips about 2 ; 
long and 1 inch wide. Put them a 
bone, barely cover with water and simmer 
until the meat is nearly done. 

Line a baking dish with piepaste. Put jn 
a layer of meat with a little finely sliced 
onion, salt and pepper; next add a layer of 
sliced potatoes dotted with butter or butter 
substitute. Alternate the steak and potato 
layers until the dish is full. Thicken the 
liquor in which the meat was cooked with 
browned flour, pour this gravy over the 
meat and potato. Put a crust over the top, 
brush it with beaten egg, make a few in- 
cisions in the top crust to allow the steam 
to escape. Bake until quite brown. 


Planked Rump Steak. 

A planked steak offers an opportunity to 
serve a dish which is very beautiful to look 
at as well as very good to eat, nor does it 
require an inordinate amount of fussing to 
prepare it. Of course, the one essential for 
a planked steak is a plank. For this pur- 
pose an oak plank is used, one of the proper 
size and shape can be bought at a small cost. 
The flavor of the meat is enhanced by being 
cooked on the wood. This recipe for plank- 
ed steak will serve five or six persons and it 
requires twenty-five minutes to cook. For 
steak prepared in this way use: 

1 cross cut of rump steak 14 teaspoon pepper 

(1% inches thick) 6 slices tomato 
2 tablespoon butter 6 slices lemon 
\% teaspoon salt 6 stuffed olives 
2 cups tiny beets 6 potatoes 

Wipe the steak, remove the superflous 
fat, and pan broil 7 minutes. Grease an oak 
plank and arrange, close to the edge, a bord- 
er of mashed potatoes, pressed through a 
pastry bag. Remove steak to plank, put in- 
to a hot oven and bake until steak is cooked 
and potatoes are browned. Spread steak 
with butter, season with salt and pepper, and 
garnish with parsley, lemons and olives, Ar- 
range beets and other vegetables, if desired 
on the side. The artistic cook will find that 
decorating a planked steak gives free rein 
to her imagination. She can create a dish 
that is a picture to look at and a treat to eat.

hae are hornless. This alone 
makes them much easier to raise. The more 
[ raise them, the more advantages I see in 
this. They can be handled in smaller quar- 
ters. While one horned cow takes up the 
whole shed or lot, Aberdeen-Angus can be 
packed in like sardines. Right here I will 
branch out to where I have no proof, but it 
is my honest judgment that Aberdeen-An- 
gus are better dispositioned from every 
standpoint than the horned breeds if they 
have been raised under the same conditions. 
Here is where Aberdeen-Angus are misquot- 
ed or misrepresented more than any other 
point. So many remaik, “I like Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle, but they are so wild,” or that 
“so many of them fight.” You may come 
at me with any argument against Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle and | will convince you with a 
smile, but don’t tell me they are wild unless 
their raising made them so, and don’t tell 
me they will fight unless you force them. 
The Charles E. Sutton herd adjoining me 
and my herd comprise on an average about 
eight hundred registered cattle. (The two 
largest registered Aberdeen-Angus herds in 
the state.) I have ridden the pastures and 
canons of both these ranches from ‘brell to 
hekfast’, getting off my horse to catch 
young calves, throw them and put identifi- 
cation nips on their ears. I’ve put hundreds 
of them through the sale ring, a small circle 
twenty-five feet in diameter, encircled by 
woven netting, all animals loose and handled 
without horses, and never had an accident, 
absolutely not one. 

At our county fair, we have little time and 
plemiums will not justify training and pre- 
paring cattle for exhibition, so we pick out 
the fattest from our pastures—many times 
it happens to be matured cows that have 
never had a halter on—we tie them up on 
Sunday and Friday p. m. lead them on foot 
around a half mile track in parade. The 
Aberdeen-Angus have never made trouble, 
but this is not tiue of the other breeds. Can 
you blame me for getting roughed up when 

hear anything said against Aberdeen-An- 
gus disposition. I believe that an animal 
bred with horns inherits a bad disposition, 
‘specially to fight, just as a nation with a 


ree army or a man that is handy with his 
ists. 

Another thing that is coming to light is 
the length of life of the Aberdeen-Angus. 
These cows at twelve to fourteen years are 
doing their best. One of our old cows, 
Warner Daisy by name, raised a $100 bull 
calf when she was past twenty years. I 
bought a car load of registered cows of Par- 
ker Parrish’s breeding in western Kansas 
in the fall of 1914. The manager of the 
ranch was culling out the older and thinner 
cows which he thought would not winter 
well—only last fall, 1924, 1 sold one of these 
cows as a canner to a shipper at $80, after 
raising a heifer calf which brought $32.50 in 
the sale ring and went to the feed lot. Her 
calf the year before went to Old Mexico in 
a shipment of bulls, while the heifer before 
this one, right off the cow, sold in the sale 
ring at $75. I was looking at another cow 
of this same bunch this morning—she looks 
like a six year old. This cow raises a calf 
each year good enough for the county fair 
and is suckling a good prospect right now. 
Her 1924 calf was dropped in an open shed 
(the only kind we have) in February, the 
coldest morning of the winter, and saved. 
All of these cows have been kept under ev- 
eryday ranch conditions, getting the same 
treatment that the other cows do and raise 
their calves without the help of nurse cows, 
and have been regular breeders. It is hard 
to make people believe the age of these Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cows, especially under the 
conditions they are kept. 

That grand old Aberdeen-Angus bull, 
Louis of Viewpoint—so long at the head of 
our herd—weighed a ton on grass in his 
twelfth year—got five sets of twin calves, 
bred six suckling heifers which dropped their 
calves, and the calves were old enough to 
wean by the time the heifers were two years 
old; all in his twelfth year remember, and 
under ranch conditions. These are excep- 
tions, of course, but nevertheless true. 

A few years ago I put a bunch of high 
grade Aberdeen-Angus cows through the 
sale ring, belonging to Mr. Norman Gross 
of this county. They sold high. Their pur- 
chaser knew that they were fourteen years 
old when he bought them. He told me after- 
wards that they gave a good account of 
themselves. I could mention many more in- 
stances of Aberdeen-Angus longevity, but 
said in the start that I would make things 
snappy. 

From a breeders’ standpoint I like Aber- 
deen-Angus because we have two chances of 
marketing our bulls. We sell most of our 
bulls to the farm and ranch trade under 
eighteen months of age. If the bull market 
is down they can yet be turned as steers as 
they still have a small, neat head and neck 
and will not show staggy, while a horned 
bull will show very staggy at this age. 

I believe also that Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
will get more uniformity in their calves 
from grade cows than bulls of other breeds, 
especially so when used on dairy cows—no 
bull will come as near getting a beef steer 
from a Jersey or Holstein cow as the Aber- 
deen-Angus. Many show steers have come 
from the Aberdeen-Angus-Jersey cross. 

Reasonable men will admit that the Aber- 
deen-Angus steer is the model after which 
all breeds pattern. At the great Interna- 
tional show held in Chicago, where all breeds 
meet annually for a final test, Aberdeen-An- 
gus have led over all breeds by far: (1)

The back and sides are fenced in with stone 
five feet high. In the front is an iron fence 
with three iron gates. To carve initials here 
will require something more durable than a 
jackknife. The lawn is beautifully sodded, 
sloping back and away toward the lake 
shore. 

The real marvels are inside the building. 
Here Miss Mona Rabidue, the teacher, pre- 
sides in a building more modern, convenient 
and comfortable than many a city school. 
At the main entrance are two cloak rooms, 
one for the boys and another for the girls. 
In the main room one finds individual desks 
for each pupil, adjustable according to the 
size of the child. These desks are metal 
with walnut tops. The floor is covered with 
high grade battleship linoleum. 

Above the blackboards are strips of cork 
for bulletins, posters, etc, There is a grand 
piano in one corner and at the teacher’s desk 
where she can reach them without rising are 
switches controlling lighting, playground 
bell and heating. 

At one end is a domestic science room 
finished in white enamel. It is equipped 
with an electric range, apron sinks, kitchen 
cabinet and first aid cabinet. At the other 
end is a room for manual training, properly 
equipped. 

Play Room, Too.—The furnace is in the 
basement and heat is forced into the class 
room from the top and drawn out below the 
windows by an electric fan. In the base- 
ment there is also a play room which may be 
used when weather forbids playing in the 
open. There is a drinking fountain in the 
class room and lavatories for boys and girls 
within the building. An electric vacuum 
cleaner for erasers is one of the modern and 
unusual features. 

This fine new school had its beginning 
more than a year ago when, after Mr. 
Scripps had made known his desire to help 
erect a new building, the entire community 
met and gathered together the stone which 
went into its walls. 


This summer, following the completion of 
the school, the board of directors passed a 
resolution giving the history of the school 
and continuing: “For some years we have 
realized that our district needed a new 
school building. Through the generosity of 
Mr. William E. Scripps, this beautiful 
structure of stone, with its modern equip- 
ment and well-kept lawn, has been erected. 

“We consider that we have one of the best 
rural school buildings in the State of Mich- 
igan, and by naming it ‘The Nina D. Scripps 
School,’ have endeavored to show our appre- 
ciation of the kindly thought of Mrs. Scripps 
toward the children of our district. 

A Real Friend.—“While Mr. Scripps do- 
nated the site and has made financially pos- 
sible the building and equipment of the Nina 
D. Scripps School, of which we are justly 
proud, and superintended its entire con- 
stiuction. it has not been this alone, but his 
great personal interest manifested in many 
different ways which has won the respect, 
esteem and good will of the entire district. 

“We desire to express our sincere appre- 
ciation for all Mr. Scripps has done for this 
district. 

“Therefore it is resolved that a copy of 
this resolution be spread upon the minutes 
of this, our first meeting in the Nina D. 
Scripps School.”
